* USSR- Zanzibar : The Soviet vessel Firyuza re- 
portedly has delivered a small military cargo, in- 
cluding at least one aircraft, and twenty -five military 
advisers. This supplements the seventeen Soviets 
who now are training Zanzibaris in the use of small 
arms, artillery, and military vehicles delivered in 
March. The additional aid may be designed to meet 
requirements for the planned expansion of Soviet mil- 
itary trainin g to encompass Tanganyikans as well as 
Zanzibaris. 
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
